Planned 


The proposed project of 
a dam and reservoir, ac- 
cess roads, and recreation 
areas of Pea River above 
Ariton, Alabama, in the 
Choctawhatchee - Perdido 
basin is now being planned. 
The principal streams in 


this basin area are Pea 
River, Choctawhatchee, 
Yellow, Blackwater, Es- 


cambia-Conecuh, and Per- 
dido Rivers. The Pea River 
dam and reservoir would 
provide benefits for recre- 
ation, fish and wildlife, and 
most important, flood 
control., This project is 
known as the Ariton pro- 
ject. 

The dam would be an 
earthfill structure with a 
side channel spillway. At 
normal full pool the reser- 
voir would have an area 
of 5,000 acres, Flood con- 
trol storage between nor- 
mal pool and spillway crest 
would reduce flooding at 
Elba and Geneva, Alabama, 
and Caryville, Florida. 

The area which would 
be inundated by the reser- 
voir is mostly wooded and 
relocations would be 
minor. The facilities, in 
addition to flood control, 
would be for fishing, pic- 
nicking, swimming, boat- 
ing, camping, and sight- 
seeing and would satisfy 
requirements for about 
43,600 user-days of fish- 
ing and 350,000 user-days 
of recreation. The creation 
of a large fresh-water lake 
in the area, where none now 
exists, would result in con- 
siderable homesite de- 
velopment areas around the 
lakeshore. 

Barbour County has 
been declared a distressed 
area by reason of low farm 
income in the county, The 
construction of the dam and 
reservoir would provide 
employment, sales of 
materials and equipment, 
increased housing and food 
service Opportunities, and 
many other benefits during 
the installation period to 
Barbour, Pike, Coffee and 
surrounding counties. 

The Crestview damsite 
is located on the Yellow 
River about four miles west 
of Crestview in Okaloosa 
County, Florida, and about 
two miles upstream from 
the bridge crossing the 
river on U.S, Highway 90. 
The reservoir would extend 
upstream from the dam a- 
bout 38 miles, 18 of which 
would be in Alabama. 

The proposed Crestview 
project consists of a dam

Civil rights leaders are pro- 
vided with food, shelter, medi- 
cal aid, bath and toilet facili- 
ties, communications, and pro- 
tection, 

The civil rights marchers 
have two 50 x 100 foot tents, 
plus two*smaller tents, The 
tents were rented from a firm 
in Atlanta, which is: responsi- 
ble for erecting and dismantl- 
ing them along the route; a truck 
with bath facilities, including 
tin tubs, a 1,000 gallon water 
tank; atrailer-hospital; sixam- 
bulances, about 30doctors from 
Alabama and more from out- 
of-state who are accompanying 
the march, along with six 
nurses; garbage trucks to pick 
up refuse and litter; portable 
latrines on trucks; three radio 
cars, about 20 walkie-talkies, 
and a sound system, Marchers 
do not even have to rough it 
for food which is hauled out 
to them from Selma and Mont- 
gomery, 

A ‘rotation play” being fol- 
lowed means that very few of 
the marchers will actually make 
the entire journey, As some

I HAVE AVOIDED any com-

limited opportunities and edu- 
cation is not a racial problem 
but a problem of all people 
of all races, That will continue 
to be so regardless of how much 
we speni to make it be other- 
wise or how much blood may 
be shed, The situation may be 
improved but it will never be 
eliminated, 

I will not be making a week- 
ly issue of the racial problem, 
for racial it is, I will not be 
pointing out that in many 
instances the Negro is not stag- 
ing these demonstrations for 
the privilege of voting. It has 
already been shown that the 
vote is not the only issue, 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON said 
in his televised speech Monday 


night that Birmingham and 
Selma are the cause of the 
Civil Rights bills, The Civil 


Right bill of 1964 resulted from 
Birmingham, he said, and the 
Civil Rights bill of 1965 will 
be a result of Selma, Now let 
me get this straight - if the 
Civil Rights bills are such won- 
derful legislation then Birming- 
ham and Selma are to be com- 
mended by Mr, President in- 
Stead of being insulted, 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON is 
naturally a harsh man, In other 
words he is more at home with 
a bull whip in his hand, So when 
he attempts to look saintly in 
his televised speeches he looks

IT IS ALREADY being re- 
ported that civil rights leaders 
are getting ready for their next

A recently exposed ex- 
ample was called the 
“‘Radioscope,’’ a device 
which was supposed to 
measure the ‘‘emanations’’ 
given off by a specimen of 
dried blood from the pa- 
tient.

In January, 1963, the 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion seized 100 ‘‘Hubbard- 
E-Meters,’’ along with 
three tons of promotional 
literature which claimed 
that the devices were ef- 
fective for the diagnosis, 
‘prevention, treatment, de- 
tection and elimination of 
the causes of all mental 
and nervous disorders, 
and named physical condi- 
tions such as arthritis, 
cancer, polio and even ra- 
diation burns from atomic 
bombs, 

A bulletin from this fed- 
eral agency urges; ‘‘The

other serious illnesses.’’ 
Other modern medicine 
men use mail-order adver- 
tising with convincing 
testimonials and language 
scientific 
terms. Usually, but not al- 
ways, they make claims 
that are just evasive e- 
nough to side-step postal 
laws and avoid prosecution, 
Favorite products range 
from weight reducers to 
body developers, insomnia 
cures to stay-awake pre- 
parations, hair removers 
to hair producers, ‘‘na- 
tural” health products 
from sunflower seeds to 
bottled sea water. 
Door - to-door pseudo- 
scientific salesmen carry 


their ‘‘message’’ into 
homes throughout ‘the 
nation, using confusing 


mixtures of fact and fiction. 
With one hand on the door- 
bell and the other reaching 
for our pockets, they twist 
familiar facts and phrases 
into positive proof for their 
products. Leading the list 
of products prometed by 
this effective and expensive 
technique are nutritional 
nostrums sold for every- 
thing from that tired feel- 
ing to the most serious 
disorders. This form of 
quackery takes an esti- 
mated $500,000,000 from 
10,000,000 Americans each 
year.

GROWING 


BY TOM CASADY, COUNTY AGENT 


In just a few weeks, 
city and farm gardeners 
alike in Coffee County will 
be picking plump, delicious 
red tomatoes from thei) 
gardens. And, I don’t know 
of anything more enjoyable. 
There’s no doubt about it, 
the tomato is the most 
popular vegetable in Ala- 
bama. And almost every- 
one can find a spot for a 
few plants. 

It’s still not too late to 


set tomatoes, Plantings 
made now should provide 


tomatoes well into the fall. 

Auburn University gar- 
den expert John Bagby says 
tomatoes are becoming in- 
creasingly popular in back 
yards, Two plants for each 
member of the family will 
furnish plenty of tomatoes 
throughout the season. And 
everybody with a_ little 
spare time can grow them. 

Bagby believes these 
pointers will make your 
efforts pay off. 

Thorough soil prepa- 
ration is important. Dig a 
hole 18 to 24 inches in dia- 
meter and 18 inches deep. 
Keep the top soil separate

from the subsoil, About 
10 to 14 days before plant- 
ing, fill the hole up to four 
inches from the top with a 
mixture of three parts of 
top soil and one part of 


-Wwell rotted manure, com- 


post rotted leaves or well 
rotted sawdust. Thoroughly 
mix in three-fourths pint 
of 8-8-8 fertilizer and two- 
thirds pint of ground lime- 
stone or basic slag. Also 
mix one-half tablespoon of 
30 per cent Nemagoncrys- 
tals in each hole to pre- 
vent nematode damage. 

We recommend setting 
only strong, disease-free 
plants, preferably those 
grown in potsor plant beds. 
Recommended varieties 
are: Big Boy Hybrid, Mana- 
lucie, Marion, Homestead 
24, and Urbana (Early). 

After planting, set a 
stake five to six feet tall 
by each plant. Asthe plants 
grow, leave the main stem 
and one side shoot or suck- 
er and remove allthe other 
shoots. Tie the plant loose- 
ly to the stake with soft 
string or strips of cloth 
about every 12 inches.

Cross the string between 
the stakes and planttoform 
a figure 8, Mulch each plant 
with two to four inches of 
straw, leaves, sawdust or 
grass clippings. Beginning 
about 30 days after plant- 
ing, side dress each plant 
with one-third cup of 8-8-8 
fertilizer every four 
weeks. 

Vater the plants often 
during dry weather. Also, 
dust your plants every week 
with Auburn- Approved 
garden dust to prevent in- 
sect and disease damage. 

To keep a good supply 
of tomatoes on hand all 
summer, you should make 
repeated plantings. Youcan 
plant as late as July inmost 
sections of Alabama. 

I have heard many gard- 
eners asking why their to- 
mato plants have many 
blooms but set very little 
fruit. This usually occurs 
during periods of very hot, 
dry weather when the tem- 
perature goes above 90de- 
grees for several days in 
succession. According to 
Bagby, the pistil or female 
part of the blossom dries 
out before it becomes polli- 
nated and falls off the plant, 
rather than setting fruit. 
Snapbeans, lima beans, and 
sweet corn are also subject 
to the same conditions, 

Casaday saysthereisn’t 
a great deal you can do to 
remedy this. Mulching 
might possibly reduce the 
heat reflected from the soil 
surrounding the plants. 
Partial shading of plants 
during the hottest part of 
the day might also help to 
some extent.

GROWING 


BY TOM CASADY, COUNTY AGENT 


In just a few weeks, 
city and farm gardeners 
alike in Coffée County will 
be picking plump, delicious 
red tomatoes from thei 
gardens. And, I don’t know 
of anything more enjoyable. 
There's no doubt about it, 
the tomato is the most 
popular vegetable in Ala- 
bama. And almost every- 
one can find a spot for a 
few plants. 

It’s still not too late to 
set tomatoes, Plantings 
made now should provide 
tomatoes well into the fall. 

Auburn University gar- 
den expert John Bagby sys 
tomatoes are becoming in- 
creasingly popular in back 
yards. Two plants for each 
member of the family will 
furnish plenty of tomatoes 
throughout the season. And 
everybody with a little 
spare time can grow them, 

Bagby believes these 
pointers will make your 
efforts pay off. 

Thorough soil prepa- 
ration is important. Dig a 
hole 18 to 24 inches in dia- 
meter and 18 inches deep. 
Keep the top soil separate

TOMATOES 


from the subsoil. About 
10 to 14 days before plant- 
ing, fill the hole up to four 
inches from the top with a 
mixture of three parts of 
top soil and one part of 


-well rotted manure, com- 


post rotted leaves or well 
rotted sawdust. Thoroughly 
mix in three-fourths pint 
of 8-8-8 fertilizer and two- 
thirds pint of ground lime- 
stone or basic slag. Also 
mix one-half tablespoon of 
30 per cent Nemagoncrys- 
tals in each hole to pre- 
vent nematode damage. 

We recommend setting 
only strong, disease~free 
plants, preferably those 
grown in pots or plant beds. 
Recommended varieties 
are; Big Boy Hybrid, Mana- 
lucie, Marion, Homestead 
24, and Urbana (Early). 

After planting, set a 
stake five to six feet tall 
by each plant. Asthe plants 
grow, leave the main stem 
and one side shoot or suck- 
er and remove allthe other 
shoots. Tie the plant loose- 
ly to the stake with soft 
String or strips of cloth 
about every 12 inches.

a figure 8, Mulch each plant 
with two to four inches of 
straw, leaves, sawdust or 
grass clippings. Beginning 
about 30 days after plant- 
ing, side dress each plant 
with one-third cup of 8-8-8 
fertilizer every four 
weeks. 

Vater the plants often 
during dry weather. Also, 
dust your plants every week 
with Auburn- Approved 
garden dust to prevent in- 
sect and disease damage. 

To keep a good supply 
of tomatoes on hand all 
summer, you should make 
repeated plantings, You can 
plant as late as July inmost 
sections of Alabama. 

I have heard many gard- 
eners asking why their to- 
mato plants have many 
blooms but set very little 
fruit. This usually occurs 
during periods of very hot, 
dry weather when the tem- 
perature goes above 90de- 
grees for several days in 
succession. According to 
Bagby, the pistil or female 
part of the blossom dries 
out before it becomes polli- 
nated and falls offthe plant, 
rather than setting fruit. 
Snapbeans, lima beans, and 
sweet corn are also subject 
to the same conditions. 

Casaday saysthereisn’t 
a great deal you can do to 
remedy this. Mulching 
might possibly reduce the 
heat reflected from the soil 
surrounding the plants. 
Partial shading of plants 
during the hottest part of 
the day might also help'to 
some extent.
